driving. Each unit in the course outline lists learning concepts, 
student behavior, learning activities, resources^ and evaluation.

^ Driver^ education and traftic safety consists ot a classroom phas& and ^ 
a laboratory phase^^^in-car) . In the classroom, student learning experiences 
focus onVe personal and 4*o^ial factors affecting the sate and efficient ^ 
movemerjt of /traffic:/ The theory of: motor vehicle operation is explored and 
an understanding is developed of the desirable roles to be played by all users 
of traf fic^^facilitr^ including drivers, pedestrians, bicylists, motorcyclists 
anvl others. \ 

In planning for effective classroom instruction, approaches are selected \

that will achieve goals through developing basic knowledge, desirable attltudinal 
^ ■* 

behavioral traits, *and the fundamental skill's ne^ided for efficient operation of ' 
motor vehicles. ' * 

The performance objectives developed for the laboratory ptx^se parallel and 
supplement the -classroom instruction. In the realistic cofiditiqns of the 
laboratory phase, stuaents may remtorce the knowledge and behavioral traits 
gained in the classrooni^ as well as acquire'new ones m the process of establishing" 
desiraole habit patterns/

Ti e organization of classroom instruction vanes throughout the school 
system; sone schools use a classroom specialist while others assign the physical 
education^ teacher to a block ol. time involving classroom instruction. Special 
classroom^ sect ions are formed when the need arises. Such classes are scheduled 
aft^r regular school hours and during the suimner term. 

In-car Instruction and practice driving are organized and administered on 
a county central level. L'nder this plan approximately one-half of the eligible 
student^ receive in-car^instruction during the regular scfiool yea,r and one-half 
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participate in a special summer program. 

The state of Virginia requires a minimum of 36 hours of classroom 
•instruction as a part of the 10th ^rade health and physical education 
program. There is no mandatolry requirement for in-car instruction unless 
a student wishes obtain an operator's license prior to his/h^r 18th 
birthday. In this case the student must sucqessfully complete the class- 
room phase (36 hours) pUis 14 hours of in-car instruction, of which seven 
hours may be spent observ^ing another driver in the same automobile.
